1 . Acknowledgment is made in the receipt of the amendment and the information disclosure 
statement filed December 26, 2007. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 5-9 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to anticipate or render obvious a brake assembly comprising a driving brake piston and a 
service brake piston, wherein the parking brake piston is arranged on the outer circumference of 
the driving brake piston and contacts an outer radial shoulder of the driving brake piston in the 
axial direction of the disk package in order to transfer the braking force to the driving brake 
piston; and the shoulder also forms the effective surface of the driving brake piston able to be 
pressurized with the brake pressure via a radial bore in the parking brake piston.
